THE LÜTHERMS 


Adopt Besolutions Opposlnic Compal< 
»ory Edncátion I<aw8»Kext 
Conference to Be Held 
in Thi» City, 


L a p o r t e , April 12.--[Special.]—Yes- 
terday the German Lutheran conference 
resumed the discussion of the compul- 
sory education laws, which lesulted in 
the unanimous adoption of the follow- 
ing: 


1. We are not enemies of the public 
schools, but consider them, and ac- 
iknowledge them to be a political neces- 
sity. 


2. We are always willing to pay our 
taxes for the support of the public 
schools. 


3. We are opposed to any and every 
grant of public school money to private 
schools. 


4. We are Ijy no means enemies of 
the English language, but, on the con- 
trary, we endeavor to give our children 
in our parochial schools as thorough in- 
struction in the English langage as pos- 
sible, since this is the official language 
of our country. 


5. We insist upon our right to estab- 
lish private schools at our own expense, 
and to regulate and govern them with- 
out any interference on the part of the 
state, according to our religious convic- 
tions and according to our sound educa- 
tional principles, that our children may 
become Lutheran Christians, as well as 
loyal and good citizens. 


6. We, therefore, protest 
against 
each and every endeavor that may be 
made by a law obnoxious to our paro- 
chial schools to deprive us or to encroach 
upon our personal and religious liberty 
as guaranteed us by the constitution of 
the United States, and by the constitu- 
tion of our own state, and we believe it 
our boundediduty to oppose to the'Tit- 
most any likw of that kind with all legit- 
imate means in our power. 


After the adoption of the resolution 
the conference adjourned after Fort 
Wayne was selected as the place for 
holding the next conference.

Northern Lights. 


Auroras are most frequently seen in the 
cold and in the northern temperate zone, 
rarely in the southern temperate zone, 
and hardly ever in the tropics. 
The 
places AA'here they most frequently appear 
lie betAveen the sixtieth and seventieth 
degrees of north latitude. 
In the form 
of an oval, they include the geographical 
as Avell as the magnetic north pole, Avhich 
is to be found on the peninsular Boothia 
Felix, Iceland, the Kara Sea, northern 
Siberia, Behring Strait, Hudson Bay, La- 
brador, and Greenland. 
Northern lights 
have Iteen seen as far doAvn as the tAven- 
ty-fifth degree of north latitude. 
In full 
splendor, however, they may be seen 
only in the northern polar regions to the 
seventy-fifth degree of latitude. 
Here 
nature is displayed in all her grandeur. 
When the sun has set, and the gray veil 
of twilight is cast over the earth, the 
northern horizon grows darker and 
darker. 
Soon there may be distinguished 
a segment of the sky more somber than 
its background; this is hemmed in by 
Avhite concentric arcs of light. 
Colored 
rays shoot forth therefrom in all direc- 
tions. 
They interlace and intertAvine un- 
til they seem to be Avoven into one flut- 
tering band of color. 
And anon it 
changes to a sea of fire! The raj's leap 
U])Avard far above the zenith, form there 
a flaming croAvn, and then sink back, to 
besfin aneAV the Avondrous ])lay.

HERE are many 
'persona 
far re- 
moved from ponds 
and- inland lakes 
where the sweet 
waterlilies grow, 
who are not aware 
of the ease with 
which they can 
be made to grow) 
and bloom in all 
their beauty and' 
fragrance in the 
yard, 
with 
the 
trifling 
cost of 
constructing 
a 
small 
pond, 
or 
sinking 
in 
the 
Aground 
an 
old 
tub 
or 
barrel 
sawn in half and kept filled with water 
^during the summer, covering up with 
straw and boards in the winter to keep 
from freezing. 


For ponds, they should be made : 
about two feet deep, for lilies bloom' 
better in shallow than in deep water; 
get some healthy knotty roots, cover 
but slightly with rich mud, fill with 
water, and the job is ended. For tubs, 
take one strong barrel, free from tar, 
oil, 
or 
salt; 
old 
molasses 
or 
whisky barrels are about the best, for 
the nature of their contents presup- 
poses them strong and well hooped; if: 
an old wagon-tire be driven snugly 
on the bottom and the tub well painted 
they will last a dozen years or more. 
Now saw the barrel in two at the bung, 
fill" each half full of fine loam, or if 
the barrel be a l&rge one only fill about 
a third full, lay in the roots, straighten 
out the small libers, and cover to the 
depth of about two inches, and if it is 
intended to put fish in, overlay with 
coarse gravel to prevent the fish from 
burrowing down and exposing 
the 
fibrous roots until all are well set. Now 
sink the tub on a level with the ground,, 
and fill very gently with 
rain or 
river water. Well water is not natural; 
to aquatic plants, and it is poor policy 
to attempt to start them with it, 
though we have a fine lot now in bloom 
in an old wash-tub which has always 
been filled from the well, except what 
has rained in, but tha well is fed from a 
spring. 
But I venture that ninety per 
cent, of the failures to grow plants in, 
this way is the result of using Avell. 
water. 
Replenish the tubs Avith water! 
from time to time, to supply evapori- 
tion. 
This is all the care they need. 


A very elaborate and beautiful affair, 
Avhich is really a joy forever, if one 
cares to stand the expense, can be 
made by a cooper. 
This should be 
constructed of heavy ash or oak staves, 
with a false bottom, the upper one, not 
too heavy, well perforated with two- 
inch holes, and should be about six 
inches from the true bottom, leaving 
about eighteen inches clear space at 
the top. Plant the roots in the bottom 
sijace, fill with dirt as in the other in- 
stances, mount on lai-ge, strong cas- 
ters, and you have a very cheap and 
large aquarium, in which many beau- 
tiful fish and Avater animals may be 
kept, which could not be made to 
thrive in an ordinary aquaiium, even 
Avith a fountain and constant sujiply of 
fresh Avater. In ours Ave have many 
kinds, such as spoon-bill cats, gars, 
shovel-noses, and the like. 


The roots of the water lily grow in 
continuous lengths, hence Avill croAvd 
and limit the tub if not taken up and 
cut back ; remove the forward or croAvn, 
end in trimming to about six inches in 
length, and replant in neAv loam as be- 
fore. 
This plant can be set Avith equal 
success in fall or spring. 
If, when the 
roots are secured, the tub is not in 
readiness, place in a pail of "water, and 
they will keep fresh and hearty several 
days or a week, and will take root as 
readily as if first placed in the soil. 
The better plan, however, when prac- 
ticable. is to have all things in readi-i 
ness before the roots are secured, then 
dig up, carry home in a pail of water, 
or pack in wet moss or damp cloths, 
being careful not to Avrap too deep, and 
plant as soon as the tub can be reached ; 
in Avhich event, failure to groAV will not. 
result one time in a hundred, if all the 
conditions are carefully observed. 
• Another beautiful aquatic plant is 
the Pontederia cordata (arroAv-head). 
it can be grown together AA'ith the 
lily if desired, but unless the pond is 
large it is better to use separate to 
avoid croAvding, 
It grows about eigh- 
teen inches in height, has long-stalked 
leaves of the form of an arrow-head, 
with a one-leaved stem terminating in 
a spike of purplish-blue flowers. It is 
admired more, however, for its dark- 
green 
foliage than for its 
bloom, 
¡though, small as it is, it is fragrant, 
"This plant grows in shalloAv water, and 
its root increases in size by throAving 
out new crowns from year to year 
until it- 
becomes a 
large 
bushy 
plant. 
It 
can be grown in tubs 
or urns in the yard or flowèr pots in 
the house as desired. 
Any vessel that 
will hold water, fill two-thirds of fine 
loam, put in the root and cover in the 
center lightly, fill the vessel with 
•water and keep moist ; they will grow 
every time without fail. 
If for the 
aquarium, plant the same as water 
lilies. 
If it is desired to grow both 
together, it is better to leave a place 
in the center of the tub large enough 
for the Pontederia root, and cover same 
as lilies. 
No particular directions are 
needed. 
The tub, 
however large, 
will soon be full. Besides, there are 
many other aquatic plants that will 
grow equally in tabs.

BAHCBOFT, THE HESTOBIAy. 


The Véneràble SQlioIaIr »Neàrlj On« Hun- 
dred Tears Old. ' 


Advices from Washington are to the 
effect that Hon. iJeorge Bancroft, the 
historian, is suHerug from the effects 
6f a recent attack of illness, which, 
combined with the infirmities of age, 
keeps him a prisoner, not only to his 
room but to his bed; 
The Gordon 
setter which used to accompany Mr. 
Bancroft on his horseback rides sat 
pensively at the door waiting for the 
master who will never again mount the 
saddle. 


Mr, Bancroft's active life has ceased 
entirely. 
On fine days', previous to 
this late attack, he walked slowly out 
in the sunshine, leaning on the arm of 
his faithful serving man. 
It is per- 
haps not generally known that Mr. 
Bancroft is the only private citizen in 
the United States, aside from ex-Sen-

ators, who is admitted to the floor of 
the Senate, his name being inscribed 
on the plate at the entrance door. 


Mr. Bancroft's house on H street is 
one of the stately old residences of 
Washington. 
His old friend, W. W. 
Corcoran, lived just across on the cor- 
ner of the square, with half an acre of 
garden, and the Gadsby mansión, his- 
torical as the Decatur home, where 
Gen. Beal now lives, is on the other 
corner. 
One could hardly imagine a 
more desirable site for a city home. 


George Bancroft is one of those 
literary characters of whom the United 
States has the best reason to be proud, 
and one, also, to whom his countrymen 
are indebted for haA'ing redeemed from 
mediocrity the literary standing of the 
young republic. 
There is no English 
speaking historian alive at the present 
day who is anything like his equal in 
the two most important characteristics 
of a faithful historian, devoted research 
and rigid impartiality. 


George Bancroft Avas born during 
the last year of the eighteenth century, 
at 
Worcester, 
Massachiisetts. 
He 
graduated Avith high honors at Harvard 
College, and soon after his graduation 
,he continued his education by a long 
Euroiiean tour, ending with some years 
of study at the. Gottingen and Berlin 
universities, at the latter of which in- 
stitutions he receiA'ed the degree of 
Ph. D. 
His liarents had intended that 
he should study for the ministry, but 
haA'ing had a taste of Avhat literary life 
and actiA'ity really was, and shrinking 
from the dull monotony of a NCAV Eng- 
land parson's life, he at last decided to: 
devote his whole time to making for 
himself a prominent place in the world 
of letters. 
He held for a short time 
the jiosition of Greek professor at his 
alma matei'. 


His first literary A'enture was the 
publication of a A^olume of poems, some 
of Avhich Avere very beautiful, on the 
politics of ancient Greece, Avhich were 
very 
well 
received 
by 
American 
scholars. 
Soon after this time he 
opened a \-ery large school for the in- 
struction of youth. 
Dr. Bancroft's 
greatest work, and the one which has 
given him a position at the head of 
America's prose Avriters, is his "History 
of the United States."

The subject of Dr." Talmage's sermon 
was "Machpeiah; 
or, Easter Thoughts." 
It was based on words in Gen. xxiii, 17, 
18: 
'And the field of 
Ephron, which 
Was in Machpeiah which was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which Was 
therein, and all the trees that were in 
the field, that were in all the borders 
round about, were m a d e suire unto Abra- 
ham." 
Following is the áérinon in full: 
Here is the 
first 
cemetery ever laid 
out. 
Machpeiah was its name. 
It was 
an arborescent beauty, where the wound 
of death was bandaged with 
ioliage. 
Abraham, a rich man, not being able to 
bribe the King of Terrors, proposes here, 
as far as possible, to cover up his 
ravages. 
He hac^ ño doubt previously 
noticed this region, and now that Sarah 
his wife had died—that remarkable per- 
son who at 90 years of age had born to 
her the son Isaac, 
and who now, after 
she had 
reached one 
hundred 
and 
twenty-seven years, had expired—Abra- 
'ham is negotiating for a family plot for 
her last slumber. 
Ephron owned this 
real estate, and after, in mock sympathy 
for Abraham, refusing to take anything 
for it, now sticks on a big 
price—four 
hundred shekels of silver. 
This ceme- 
tery lot is paid for, and the transfer 
made, in thelpresence of witnesses in a 
public place, for there were no deeds 
and no halls of record in those early 
times. 
Then in a cavern 
of liiaestone 
rock Abraham put Sarah, 
and, 
a few 
^ears after, himself followed, and then 
Isaac and Eebekah, and then Jacob and 
jeah. 
Embowered, picturesque 
and 
lemorable Machpeiah! 
That 
"God's 
icre" dedicated by Abraham has been the 
lother of innumerable mortuary observ- 
mces. The necropolis of 
ever civilized 
'^land has vied with its metropolis. 


The most beautiful hills of Europe 
outside the great cities are covered with 
obelisk and funeral vase and 
arched 
gateways and columns and .parterres in 
honor of the inhumated. 
The Appian 
Way of Rome was bordered by sepul- 
chral commemorations. For this purpose 
Pisa has its arcades of marble 
sculp- 
tured into exquisite bas reliefs and the 
features of dear faces that have 
van- 
ished. 
Genoa has its terraces cut into 
tombs; and Constantinople covers with 
cypress the silent habitations; and Paris 
has its Pere-Lachaise, on whose heights 
rest Balzac and David and Marshal Ney 
and Cuvier and La Place and Moliere, 
and a mighty 
group of warriors and 
poets and painters and musicians. 
In 
all foreign nations utmost genius on all 
sides is expended in the work of inter- 
ment, mummification and incineration. 


Our own country consents to be second 
to none in respect to the lifeless body. 
Every city and town and neighborhood 
of and intelligence or virtue has, not 
many miles away, its sacred inclosure, 
where affection has engaged sculptor's 
chisel and florist's spade-and artificer in 
metals. 
Our own city has shown its re- 
ligion, as well as its art, in the manner 
in which it holds the memory of those 
who have passed forever away, by its 
Cypress Hills and its Evergreens and its 
Calv.ary and Holy Cross and 
Friends' 
cemetries. 
All the world knows of our 
Greenwood, with now about two 
hun- 
dred and 
fifty 
thousand 
inhabitants 
sleeping fimong hills that overlook the 
Be<fti and lakes embosomed in an Eden 
of flowers, our American Westminster 
Abbey, an Acropolis of mortuary archi- 
tecture, a Pantheon of mighty ones as- 
cended, elegies in stone, Iliads in mar- 
ble, whole generations in peace waiting 
for other generations to join them. 
No 
dornjitory of breathless sleepers in all 
the world has so many mighty dead. 


Among preachers of the gospel, Be- 
^hune and Thomas De Witt, and Bishop 
Fanes and Tyng, and Abeel the mission- 
_ _ and Bee'cher and Buddington, and 
"McClintock and Inskip, and Bangs and 
Chapin and Noah Schenck and Samuel 
Hanson Cox. 
Among musicians, 
the 
renowned 
Gottschalk 
and the 
holy 
Thomas Hastings. 
Among philanthrop- 
ists, Peter Cooper and Isaac T. Hopper, 
and Lucretia Mott and Isabella Graham, 
and Henry Bergh, the apostle of mercy 
to the brute 
creation. 
Among 
the 
literati, the Carys, Alice and 
Phoebe; 
James IL Paulding and John G. iSaxe. 
Among journalists, Bennett p^^nd Ray- 
mond and Greeley. 
Among scientists, 
Ormsby Mitchel, warrior as well as as- 
tronomer, and 
lovingly 
called by his 
soldiers "Old Stars;" the Diapers, splen- 
did men, as I well know, Jne of them my 
teacher, the other my classmate. 


Amone iuventor.s, Elias Howe, 
who, 
through the sev. iuy machine, did more 
to alleviate the toils of womanhood than 
any man who 
ever lived, 
and 
Prof. 
Morse, 
who 
gave us magnetic teleg- 
raphy; 
the former doing his work with 
the needle, the latter with the thunder- 
bolt. 
Among physicians and 
surgeons, 
Toseph 
C. 
Hutchinson, 
and 
Marion 
iims, and Dr. Valentine Mott, with the 
following epitaph which he ordered cut 
Inhonor of tbe Christian religion: "My 
iplicit faith and hope is in a merciful 
l-edeemer, who is the 
resurrection and 
the life. 
Amen and amen." This is our 
Lmerican Machpeiah, as sacred to us as 
^he Machpeiah in Canaan, 
of which 
Tacob uttered that pastoral poem in one 
rerse: 
"There they 
buried 
Abraham, 
ind Sarah his wife; there they buried 


not leave tthem a plowed up:ground? On 
that day there wiH he an 
earthquake, 
and will not this split tbe 
Aberdeen 
granite, as well as thé plain 
slab 
that 
can aflford but thetwó wbrds, 'Our Mary,' 
or'Our Charleyf " 
W«ll, I will tell 
you how Resurrection day will beautify 
,all the cemeteries. 
It will be by bring- 
ing up the faces that were to us once, 
and in our memories are to us 
now, 
more beautiful than any calla lily, and 
the forms that are to us more graceful 
than any. willow by the waters. 
Can you 
think of anything more beautiful than 
the reappearance of those from whom 
We have been parted? 
I do not 
care 
which way the tree falls in the blast of 
the Judgment hurricane,' or if the plow- 
share that day shall turn under the last 
rose leaf and the last china aster, if out 
of the broken sod shall come the bodies 
of our loved ones not damaged, but ir- 
radiated. 


The idea of the resurrection 
gets 
easier to understand as I hear the pho- 
nograph unroll gome voice that 
talked 
into it or sung into it a year ago, just be- 
fore our friend's decease. 
You tUm the 
wire, and then come forththe very tones, 
the very accentuation, the" yery cough, 
the very song ofthe person that breathed 
into it once, but is now departed. 
If a 
man can do that, cannot Almithty Goà, 
without halftthe trying, return the voice 
of your departed? 
And if he can réturn 
the voice, why not the lips and tongue 
and the throat that fashioned the voice? 
And if the lips and . tongue and the 
throat, why not then the brain that sug- 
gested the words? 
And if the 
brain, 
why not the nerves, of which the brain 
is the headquarters? 
And if he can re- 
turn the nerves, w h j n<yt the 
muscles 
which are less .ingenious? 
And if .the 
muscles, why hot .the bones, that aréi 
less wonderful? And if the voice 
and 
the brain and the muscles and the bones, 
why not the entire body? 
If man can do 
the phonograph, God can do the resur- 
rection. :>Yill itbé the same body that in 
the last day shall be reanimated? 
Yes, 
but infinitely improved. 


Our bodies change every seven years, 
and yet, in one sense, i t ' is the 
same 
body. 
On my wrist and the 
second 
finger of my right hand there is a scar. 
I made that at 12 years of age, when, dis- 
gusted at the presence of two warts, I 
took a red hot iron and burned 
them 
out. 
Since then my body has 
changed 
at least a half dozen 
times, but 
those 
scars prove it is the same body. 
And 
we never lose our identity. 
If God 
can 
and does rebuild 
a' man five, six, 
ten 
times, in this world, is it mysterious that 
he can rebuild him once more, and that 
in the resurrection? 
If he can do it ten 
times, I think he can do it eleven times. 
Then look at the seventeen year locusts. 
For seventeen years gone, at the end of 
seventeen years they appear, and by rub- 
bing the hind leg against the wing make 
that rattle at which all the husbandmen 
and vine dressers tremble as the insect- 
ile host takes up the march of 
devasm- 
tion. 
Resurrection 
every 
seventeen 
years! 


Another consideration makes the idea 
of resurrection easier. God made Adam. 
He was not fashioned after any model. 
There had never been a human organ- 
ism, and so there was nothing to copy. 
At the first attempt God made a perfect 
man. 
He made him out of the dust of 
the earth. 
If out of the 
ordinary 
dust 
of 
the earth and without a model God 
could make a perfect man, surely out of 
the extraordinary dust of the" mortal 
body, and with millions of models, God 
can make each one of us a perfect being 
in the resurrection. 
Surely the 
last 
undertaking would not be greater than 
the first. See the gospel algebra; ordi- 
nary dust minus a model equals a per- 
fect man; extraordinary dast and plus a 
model equals a resuiyrection body. 
Mys- 
teries about it? 
Oh, yes; that is one 
reason why I believe it. 
It would 
not 
be much of a God who couid do things 
only as far as I can understand. 
Mys- 
teries? 
Oh, yes; but no more about tihe 
resurrection of your body than about its 
p'resent existence. 


I will explain to you the last mystery 
of the resurrection, and make it as plain 
to you as that two and two make four, if 
you will tell me how your mind, which is 
entirely independent of your body, can 
act upon your body so that at your will 
your eyes open, or your foot walks, 
or 
your hand is extended. 
So I find noth- 
ing in the Bible statement 
concerning 
the resurrection that staggers me for a 
moment. 
All doubts clear from my 
mind. 
I say that the cemeteries, 
how- 
ever beautiful now, will be more beauti- 
ful when the bodies of our loved ones 
come up. 


They will come in improved condition. 
Thej' will come up rested. 
The most of 
them 
lay down at the last very tired. 
How often you have heard them saj', "I 
am so tired!" 
The fact is, it is a tired 
world. 
If I should 
go through 
this 
audience, 
and go round the world, I 
could not find a person in any style of 
life ignorant o f t h e sensation of fatigue. 
I do not believe there are fifty persons 
in this audience who are not tired. 
Your head is tired or your back is tired, 
or your foot is tired, or your brain 
is 
tired, 
or your nerves are tired. 
Long 
i journeying, or business application, or 
! bereavement, 
or sickness have put on 
j you heavy weights. 
So the vast 
ma- 
; jority of 
those 


manufactory, and from it shall come the 
radiant and resplendent forms of 
our 
friends on the brightest morning the 
world ever saw. 
You put into a factory 
Cotton, an.d it comes oat appareJ. 
You 
•put into a factory lumber and lead, and 
it comes out pianos and organs. 
And 
so into the factory of the grave you put 
in pheumonias and consumptions, and 
'they come 
out health. 
You 
put 
in 
groans, and they come out hallelujahs. 
For us, on the final day, the most 
at- 
tractive places will not be the parks or 
the gardens or the palaces, but 
the 
cemeteries. 


This Easter tells us that in 
Christ's 
resurrection our resurrection, 
if we are 
his, 
and the resurrection 
of all the 
pious dead, is assured, for-he wan "the 
first fruits of them that sl^pt." 
Renan 
says he did not rise, but 580 witnesses, 
sixty of them Christ's enemies, say he 
did rise, for they saw him after he had 
risen. 
If he did not rise, how did sixty 
armed soldiers let him get away? Surely 
sixty living soldiers ought to be able to 
keep 
one 
dead 
man! 
Blessed 
be 
God! 
He did get away. 
After his res- 
urrection 
Mary 
Magdelene 
saw him. 
Cleopas saw him. 
Ten disciples in an 
upper room at Jerusalem saw him. 
Five 
hundred at once saw him. 
Prof. Ernest 
Renan, who did not see him, will excuse 
us for taking the testimony of the 580 
who did see him. 
Yes, 
yes; 
he 
got 
away. 
And that makes me sure that our 
departed loved 
ones shall 
get away. 
Freed himself 
from the shackles of 
clod, he is not going to leave us and 
ours in the lurch. 


There will be no door-knob on 
the 
^iside of our family sepulcher, for we 
cannot come out, of ourselves; but there 
is a door-knob on the outside, and that 
Jesus shall lay hold of, and, 
opening. 
Will say: 
"Good morning! 
You have 
slept long enough! Arise! Arise!" 
And 
then what flutter of wings, 
and what 
flashing 
of relundled 
eyes, and what 
gladsome rushing across the family lot 
with cries of "Father, 
is that 
you?" 
"Mother, is that you?" 
"My darling, is 
that you?" 
"How you all have changed! 
The cough gone, the croup gone, the 
consumption gone, the paralysis 
gone, 
the weariness gone. 
Come, let us as- 
cend together! 
The older 
ones 
first, 
the younger ones next! 
Quick now, get 
into line! 
The skyward procession has 
already started! 
Steer now by that em- 
bankment of cloud for the nearest gate?" 
And, as we ascend, on one side the earth 
gets smaller until it is no larger than a 
mountain, and smaller until 
it is 
no 
larger than a palace, and smaller until 
it is no larger than a ship, and smaller 
until it is no larger than a wheel, and 
smaller until 
it is no larger than a 
speck. 


Farewell, 
dissolving 
earth! 
But on 
the other side, as we rise, heaven at first 
appears no larger than your hand. 
And 
nearer it looks like a chariot, and nearer 
it looks like a throne, 
and nearer 
it 
looks like a star, and nearer it 
looks 
like a sun, and nearer it looks like a uni- 
verse. 
Hail, scepters that shall always 
Hail, anthems that shall always 
Hail, companionships never again 
broken, 
and friendships 
never 
to part! 
That is what 
resur- 
rection day will do for all the 
cemeter- 
ies and graveyards from the 
Machpeiah 
that was opened by Father Abraham in 
Hebron to the Machpeiah yesterday con- 
secrated.

Besides the main point, which should 
be pressed home with all the power the 
teacher possesses, there should be many 
minor points which should find lodg- 
ment in the minds and hearts of the 
scholars. Each lesson, while promin- 
ently presenting some one great truth, 
inculcates many other truths also. The 
aim of the teacher should be to make 
every truth stick that he presses upon 
the attention of his class. It will not 
do so unless it has point. It will not 
have point unless he works over it a 
good deal in his study, with the inquiry 
in his mind. How can I put this so as 
to make it penetrate and stay? He 
cannot aflford to leave its shaping to the 
inspiration of the moment. 
One who 
faithfully works over what he is to teach 
with this question in mind will suc- 
ceed finally in making each lesson 
bristle with points, so that it will have 
as many holding-places 
as a burr. 
Throw a burr, and some of its many 
smdll spines will take hold; and any 
slight attempt to remove it will only 
cause some of its spikes to penetrate 
and give it a firmer grip. 
That is what 
ist needed—more burry lessons.—Fil- 
grim 
Teacher.

In the Old Colonial Style. 


People who wish to furnish their 
houses in antique style have no diflSculty 
in carrying out the v/him. 
Grand- 
father's clock and grandmother's chair 
can be made to order as fast as called 
for. No need now to search the country 
villages for superanuated furniture of 
every kind; there are not nearly enough 
of these pj ecious relics to go arotmd, so 
it is a blessing that provision is made 
for reproducing them indefinitely at 
comparatively cheap rates. 
The most 
approved method of giving a floor or 
wall a look of old age is to scrub it at 
intervals with gallons of old ale. 
This 
produces á fine effect. Mahogany is 
generally used for the manufacture of 
antique pieces of furniture. 
In its 
natural state it is no darker than black 
walnut, and to make it of the proper 
hue staining must be resorted to. If 
oak is wanted, it is rubbed with com- 
mon shoe blacking, and the usual wax 
finish put on afterward. This adds fifty 
years to the apparent age of the bureau 
or desk. 
For the inside works pine is 
employed, and this is given the requisite 
look of antiquity by repeatedly firing a 
shotgun, loaded with nothing 
but 
powder, and plenty of it, into the 
drawers and around them until the sur- 
faces exposed are sufBciently full of 
those curious indentations which ordi- 
narily indicate age. Another process 
is to wash the drawers, etc., with a 
coarse sponge dipped in powerful acid, 
which eats the wood here and there, 
and effects the same result. Brass 
fittings are manufactured in all the 
ancient designs that were ever used. 
In order to make them look dull and 
old, the moulds in which the brass is 
cast are rubbed and chipped somewhat, 
and in them a little gunpowder is placed 
and fired with a match. This occasions 
a discoloration, that seems to betoken 
the action of time's gnawing teeth, and 
the same is warranted to last until the 
merchandise is sold, though not much 
longer. 
Clocks of the old upright 
pattern are copied in every detail. 
Even the metal faces, with their curious 
numerals, are imitated, and the works 
of modern pattern are permitted to lie 
in a dusty corner and oxidize comfort- 
ably while the framework is in process 
of construction. 
There is nothing, the 
makers say, in the line of back number 
furniture that cannot be reproduced at 
a few day's notice from bran new ma- 
terials, and yet so like the old that no 
ordinary person could possibly tell the 
difference^

these things. Not this one incident, mere- 
ly, but as .suggested in v. 22 below, all the 
wonder-works recently performed. 


WHAT THE LESSON TEACHES. 


Behold, there was a dead man carried 
out. An interrupted funeral. As some one 
has suggested, Christ while on earth broke 
up every funeral he met. Going into that 
city of Nain, over eighteen hundred years 
ago, he stood right across the path of bro- 
ken-hearted grief and changed mourning 
into joy, glAilng the garments of praise for 
the spirit of heaviness. 
Christ does not 
give us back the dead bodies of our dear 
ones to-d;iy, but he stays us on tha way to 
the tomb to teach us the same sweet lesson 
which he taught then, although not now 
with the 
physical 
demonstration. 
He 
whispers to us of larger life beyond, he 
brings for us life and immortality to light; 
and as we listen, literally, death is swal - 
lowed up of life. O, bereaved one, why did 
you not see Jesus at the gate? Lo, he is 
there now. on the way to the graves of our 
dead. 


The Lord saw her. It is need that catches 
the Savior's 
eye. The procession 
may 
have been a very fine one, the decorations 
and furnishings very tasteful in the eyes of 
the multitude who journeyed with him. 
One thing shone out for him with the dis- 
tinctness of a gem or a star in the midst. 
It was the woman's grief. Be sure, poor 
sorrowing one. the eye of the Master will 
not. has not passed by you. There are in the 
company, it may be in tho congregation, in 
the corner of some class in the Sunday- 
school room, his compassionate eye finds 
you. And if you would only look up. look 
up in faith, you would see him standing 
right over against you and saying with lov- 
ing accent. "What is it, child ? What wouldst 
thou of me?" Will you answer? 


Weep not. Tears seemed to deeply touch 
our Lord. His sensitive heart here seems 
to give a great throb of pain at sight of the 
woman's distress and ho appears instinct- 
ively, almost involuntary, to exclaim. "Do 
not weep!"—^for such is the force of the 
original. The tears oi God's children are 
not unnoted. If tho heart of an earthly 
parentis moved by the tear-stained face of 
his offspring what must be the tender and 
compassionate heart of him whose name is 
Love? Our tears are in his bottle; he pities 
us with a sympathy that is ineffably deep 
and strong. That sympathy, rightly appre- 
hended. should assuage our own grief and 
lift us above repining. 


I cannot always trace the way 
Where thou, Almighty One, dost move, 


But I can always, always say 
That God is love. 


He touched the bier. That touch was 
slight, but it stayed four pair of feet. 
It 
was the touch of omnipotence; there was 
unfathomed promise in it. The bearers 
looked up, saw a rabbi coming. ""See, he is 
not withdrawing like the rest of his class 
from fear of corruption or.ceremonial un- 
cleanness out of the way. Why there, he 
has touched the bier—set it down!" Christ's 
religion, mark you. is the only religion that 
touches the bier.

Young man, I say unto thee. And will he 
speak thus to the dead;? 
Our ordinary 
English translation falls far short of tha 
graphic power of the Greek in- the narra- 
tive. Up to this point it is a thing, lifeless, 
insensate, that is borne upon the bier. 
At 
the opening of the lesson it is not so much 
"a dead man" as a dead body that is being 
carried out. 
At verse 14 it is not they that 
bare him that stood still but simply the 
bearers. The man was nothing, dead, gone. 
And in verge 15 it is not "he that was dead" 
that sat up. but. point blank, the corpse. O 
marvelous transformation! Christ speaks 
'afid there is a response from beneath the 
shroud of death. 
What has been treated 
before as a dead thing he looks upon as a 
living souL He stops and speaks to it. 
Speak to us and ours, O Lord, and the dead 
shaUlive! 


And he delivered him to his mother. 
Twice given. 6noe at his birth now here 
again from life out of d»ath. O the joy of 
the hour I There is a transport like unto 
it* the unspeakable joy that fills the pa- 
rental heart when the child of our tender- 
est oare received with gle^ness as from 
the Lord is pressed asain into tbe arms of 
onr love as bom again from death into 
life. Have vou known that deli^rht. parent? 
Have you helped toward that joy, son or 
daughter? 
If to be born but onoe is to die 
twice and to be born twice is to die but 
onoe, and that to eiiter into a larger life, 
why not answer the voice that speaks ?

EEMABKABLE ADYEBTISING. 


Drake's Great] Scheme—I><?coratingr Mount 
Ararat and the Pyramids. 


Perhaps the most remarltable adver- 
tiser ever known in this country was 
Drake, owner of "Drake's Plantation 
Bitters," a preparation now almost un- 
known. It was during the early days 
of the war, when the tax on whisky was 
about two dollars a gallon, that prepara- 
tion of bitters became popular, which 
ans^vered the purpose of whisky and 
was taxed only as medicine, Drake be- 
gan the manufacture of his bitters. He 
made a little money from the start, and 
concluded to put it into advertising. 
Then he inaugurated the epidemic of 
the celebrated inscription "S. T. 1860 
—X.," which appeared in every newspa- 
per in the land, then on every fence, 
barn, bill-board or rock upon which it 
could be painted or pasted. 
Every 
place on the continent it could be found, 
on beetling precipice and seemingly in- 
accessible mountain cliff. 
Thousands 
of dollars were spent in the defraying 
of the expenses of adventurous adver- 
tising fakes. Men worked for days to 
get a single sign in position. 
Painters 
were hung by ropes over yawning 
chasms while they painted "S. T. 1860 
—X." One day all the exposed rocks 
in the Niagara rapids bore the strange 
sign. 
On the line of the Pennsylvania 
Eailroad trees were cut in a forest on a 
mountain side, so that from the car 
windows the letters 400 feet high could 
be seen. 
Then Drake sent his men 
abroad and they got themselves dis- 
liked by painting the mystic inscription 
on the relics of by-gone ages. 


The pyramids of Egypt were searched, 
and one party actually penetrated the 
fortress of Mount Ararat, in Asia, and 
painted "S. T. 1860—X." on the spot 
where the ark was said to have landed. 
The enterprising advertiser had the 
trake-mark painted on wagons, railroad 
cars, ships and steamers. 
One of his 
advertising parties went around tho 
world, and a jocular announcement was 
made that the letters were to be painted 
on the North Pole, which would be dis- 
covered for the purpose, the equator 
ha%-ing already been decorated. 
Drake 
was not alone at this era in this sensa- 
tional style of advertising. 
Eveiy one 
will remember Hembold and his buchu, 
and a half dozen other articles, in the 
sale of which millions of dollars were 
made. It was not until after Drake re- 
tired from business, as rich as Croesus 
that he gave an explanation of his trade- 
mark. 
"S. 
T. 
1860—X." 
meant: 
"Started trade in 1860 with $10." 


Advertising on the landscape is not 
as much practiced now as formerly on a 
really extensive scale. 
There is a 
tendency to the use of printer's ink in 
all its forms. 
We know of one firm 
that actually circulates 25,000,000 al- 
manacs every year. So enormous is the 
quantity of printing of this description 
used that the medicine men own their 
own printing establishments. Almanacs 
and pamphlets are printed from rolls of 
paper, folded, pasted and cut, in the 
same manner as newspapers of the first- 
class. It is said that the patent-medi- 
cine men of this country pay out sev- 
eral times as much for printing as do 
all the shows in the country combined. 


Gen. Crook's Romance. 


The story of the courtship of the 
late Gen. Crook is romantic. Early in 
the war Crook, then a Captain, was 
stopping at the Queen City Hotel, Cum- 
berland, Md. He was there assisting 
Gen. Kelly in organizing regiments and 
defending the State of West Virginia 
from invasion. 
Gen. Kelly was at the 
same hotel. 
The proprietor of the 
house was John Daily, who was also 
proprietor of Glade's Hotel, at Oakland, 
Md., a famous resort. 
Mr. Daily had 
two daughters, the eldest of whom, 
Miss Mary, was a charming and pretty 
girl. 
She had Southern sympathies, 
for her mother was a member of a nota- 
ble old Virginia family who lived at 
Moortield. * 


During Crook's stay at the hotel he 
was much attracted by the young lady, 
but she was a spirited girl, and refused 
to be gracious to the Yankee, although 
at heart she liked him. 


The eldest of Boniface Daily's chil- 
dren was a son James, who was devoted 
to the cause of the Confederacy. 
He 
took offense at the persistent and open 
attentions of Crook to his sister, and 
finally organized a band of about fifty 
young and fiariug spirits like himself, 
and saw that they were well mounted 
and armed. 
"\Vlien everything was 
ready about a dozen of Daily's band 
crept into the hotel after midnight, 
seized Gen. Kelly and Capt. Crook, 
gagged them, and in a few moments 
they were all on their road to Kichmond. 
The Federal lines were passed without 
detection, and the prisoners were safely 
landed in the Confederate capital. Af- 
terwards they were exchanged. 


Crook went into active service and 
was badly wounded. He was sent to 
Oakland with other wounded officers, 
and singularly enough was quartered at 
Glade's Hotel. Miss Mary then showed 
her true feelings, and nursed her broth- 
er's late captive through what was at 
one time thought to be a fatal illness. 
When he recovered he proposed, but 
v^ras refused, her political sentiment be- 
ing still in the ascendant. 
Twice after 
fhat the conqueror of Cochez and Ger- 
onimo attacked the fair fortress, and at 
last it surrendred. 
The General has 
been happy in his married life-

THE national encampment Uniformed 
Eank Knights of Pythias, which begins 
at Milwaukee July 8 and lasts one Feek, 
promises to be a large gathering of the 
members of that order. Arrangements 
for 3,000 floored tents to be furnished 
free have been made, and a dining hall 
to seat 3,000 guests will be erected. It 
is anticipated that there will be present 
14,000 uniformed men, including sixty 
Divisions of forty men each from In- 
diana. 
The prizes offered aggregate 
"000, tlie highest $1,000. 


ONE of the sections of the new Aus- 
tralian election law was held to be un- 
constitutional 
yesterday • by 
Judge 
Bundy in the circuit court at New Cas- 
tle. Simon T. Powell entered suit some 
time ago to enjoin the payment by the 
county auditor of a bill for books and 
blanks required under this section 
the 
law, which was allowed by the board of 
county commissioners. The complaint 
was held good on demurer, which prac- 
tically settles the case in the lower 
court. 
The case will be appealed as 
soon as finally settled at New Castle, it 
having been brought to test the law. 
This is the first action on the law by 
any court in Indiana.

Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette reflect- 
ing upon the personal and business 
character of Congressman McClellan, 
the Auburn Courier, in a column edi- 
torial, among other things, has this to 
say;

The Fort Wayne 
Biotherhood

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire 
men is strong in this city, and i^ grow- 
ing rapidly. This is one of the organi-

Lakeside 
Easily 
Sewered, 


Parties owning building lots, which 
they Mre trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
daring the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that seweris in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
'the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can ba so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
eo easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vUe pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small 
engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus p'-mped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not liJtely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically 
nothing. 
This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

HE profession known 
as shorthand is the art 
of writing in 
legible 
characters as raj)idly as 
a person can speak.

and authors, and in fact 
all persons whose busi- 
ness entails much cor- 
respondence or writing, 
the aid of a short-hand 
our day. 
It has 
profes- 


have foiind 
writer a necessity in 
therefore become a prominent 
sion and is rapidly growing in all walks 
of life. 


Short-hand is a profession 
pecul- 
iarly adapted to women, as the work 
itself is void of physical exertion and 
well suited to the fine instincts of a 
woman. 


Short-hand can be mastered by any 
person possessing a good common- 
school 
education, requiring only a 
thorough knowledge of the English 
language and a healthy faculty of per- 
ception and execTition; though there 
are phases in the advanced iDractice 
of the profession where a broad" knowl- 
edge of languages and sciences is es- 
sential. 
. 


The profession of short-hand writers 
is commonly di^^ded into two classes: 
The first, the amanuensis; the sec- 
ond, the official stenographer. 
' The* amanuensis conducts mercan- 
tile correspondence as a rule; that is, 
receives fetation of business letters 
at a limit of one hundred words per 
minute ajid transcribes the letters so 
dictated, by the aid of a typewriter or 
the pen, into English. 


The required proficiency for this 
work can be attained by any person of 
common intelligence, provided they 
can spell and punctuate 
correctly. 
The remuneration of the amanuensis 
varies from five hundred to one thou- 
sand dollars per year. 


The official stenographer must be 
able to write at a rate of at least one 
hundred and fifty words per minute, 
and possess a general knowledge of 
the subject of his work, may it be law, 
niedicine, or some special science. 


Only a few of the profession, as a 
whole, reach this proficiency.

In honor of the 
individual who has made Whitechapel 
famous, Jack the Eipper was elected 
President of the organization, but, as 


he has been, so far, absent from all 
meetings and the club has not his defi- 
nite address, the Vice President per- 
forms the active functions of manage- 
ment. 
Under 
the constitution two 
members of 
any profession may be- 
long to the 
club—two bank presi- 
dents, two burglars, two preachers, 
two actors, etc. 
And the ranks have 
been much increased by additions to 
membership under this rule. 


It is in interior decoration, as already 
said, that the club comes out strong, 
and by this allusion is not made to 
convivial habits exclusively.

ing: 


1. Wo are not enemies of the public 


schools, but consider them, and ac- 
knowledge them to be a political neces- 
sity. 


2. Wo are always willing to pay onr 


taxes for the support of the public 
schools. 


3. We are opposed to any and every 


grant of public school money to private 
schools. 


4. We are bj no means enemies of 


the English language, but, on the con- 
trary, we endeavor to give our children 
in our parochial schools as thorough in- 
struction in the English laugage as pos- 
sible, since this is the official language 
of our country. 


5. We insist upon our right to estab- 


lish private schools at our own expense, 
and to regulate and govern them with- 
out any interference on the part of the 
state, according to our religious convic- 
tions and according to our sound educa- 
tional principles, that our children may 
become Lutheran Christians, as well as 
loyal and good citizens. 


G. We, therefore, protest 
against 


each and every endeavor that may be 
made by a law obnoxious to our paro- 
chial schools to deprive us or to encroach 
upon our personal and religious liberty 
as guaranteed us by the constitution of 
the United States, and by the constitu- 
tion of our own state, and we believe it 
our bounden'duty to oppose to tho "ut- 
most any law of that kind with all legit- 
imate means in our power. 


After the adoption of tho resolution 


the conference adjourned after Fort 
Wayne was selected as tho place for 
holding the next conference.

Drake's tin-ntl Scheme—DiToratinfj Mount

Perhaps the most remarkable adver- 


tiser ever known in this country was 
I>rake, owner of "Drake's Plantation 
Hitters,"' a preparation now almont un- 
known. It was during the early days 
of the war, when the tax on whisky was 
about two dollars a gallon, that prepara- 
tion of bitters bec-anu- popular, which 
answered the purpose of whisky anil 
was taxed onlv as medicine, l)rake be- 
gan the manufacture of his bitters.

Mr. Daily had 


two daughters, the eldest of whom, 
Miss Mary, was a charming and pretty 
girl. She had Southern 
sympathies, 


[or her mother was a member of a nota- 
ble old Virginia family who lived at 
Moorfield.' 


During Crook's stay at the hotel he 


was much attracted by the young lady, 
but she was a spirited girl, and refused 
to be gracious to the Yankee, although 
at heart she liked him. 


The eldest of Honiface Daily's chil- 


dren was a sou James, who was devoted 
to the cause of the Confederacy. 
He 


took offense at the persistent and open 
attentions of Crook to his sister, and 
finally organized a band of about fifty 
young and flaring spirits like himself, 
and saw that they were well mounted 
and armed. 
When everything was 


ready about a dozen of Daily's b&nd 
crept into the hotel after midnight, 
seized Gen. Kelly and Capt. Crook, 
gagged them, and in a few moments 
they were all on their road to Kichmond. 
The Federal lines were passed without 
detection, and the prisoners were safely 
landed in tho Confederate capital. Af- 
terwards they were exchanged. 


Crook went into active service and 


was badly wounded. He wns sent to 
Oakland with other wounded officers, 
aiid singularly enough was quartered nt 
Glade's Hotel. 
Miss Mary then showed 


her true feelings, aud nursed her broth- 
er's late captive through what was at 
one time thought to be a fatal illness. 
When he recovered he proposed, but 
was refused, her political sentiment be- 
ing still in the ascendant. Twice after 
that the conqueror of Cochez and Ger- 
onimo attacked the fair fortress, and at 
last it stirrendred. The General has 
bee n happy iu his married life.

clude every other calling in the railway 
train service, but as it stands at present 
it is a power in itself and will make a 
formidable antagonist in case of trouble 
with a railway company. 


An International Blacksmiths' union 


was recently organized at Atlanta, Gt>., 
through the efforts of a local union or- 
ganized there about two years ago. 
Documents are in possession of the 
Trades aud Labor council, with a re- 
quest to organize a branch here. 
It 


may be acted on if sufficient interest 
can be awakened among the welders of 
iron iu Fort Wayne. 


The Trades and Labor Council ball at 


the Princess rink on Thursday, the 1st 
of May, will be a grand affair, and if or- 
ganized labor and its friends take an in- 
terest such as was shown on Labor Day, 
it will be one of the greatest terpsichor- 
ean events that has taken place for 
many years. The ball will be given to 
celebrate the inauguration of the eight- 
hour day by the American Federation 
of Labor. 


There is some talk of calling a con- 


vention of delegates of Indiana labor or- 
ganizations and Farmers' alliances for 
the purpose of making a number of de- 
mands of the two'great political parties. 


The Trades and Labor council met 


last night. Several committees made 
reports. The operative plasterers asked 
the council to unite with them in bring- 
ing to terms one of the non-union con- 
tractors. A communication from the 
Personal Rights League, asking that the 
council attend a meeting to take action 
in regard to the election of city officers, 
was received and filed. The legislative 
committee was instructed to seek legal 
advice in regard to the eight hour law 
on municipal work.

Lakeside 


Easily 


Sewered, 


Parties owning building lots, which 


they arc trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 


•the following reasons. 


First: Port Wayne residences had no 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 


tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can bs so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it np 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least 
diffi- 


culty, even without a sower. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted cnil 


engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
SO easily and so cheaply severed as 
Lakeside, The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross 
ing to the nver. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated ft sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not lively the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours hi a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
•would be practically 
nothing. This 


main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

SHORTHAND AS A PROFESSION. 


BY EMMA VILO. 


HE profession 
known 


as shorthand is the art 
of writing in legible 
characters as rapidly as 
a person can speak.' 


Merchants, lawyers, 


physicians, 
ministers, j 


and authors, and in fact I 
all persons whose busi- 
ness entails much cor- 
respondence or writing, 


have found the aid of a short-hand 
writer a necessity in our day. 
It has 


therefore become a prominent profes- 
sion and is rapidlv growing in all walks 
of life. 


Short-hand is a profession pecul- 


iarly adapted to women, as the work 
itself is void of physical exertion and 
well suited to the'fine instincts of a 
woman. 


Short-hand can be mastered by any 


person possessing a good common- 
school education, requiring only ;i 
thorough knowledge of the English 
language and a healthy faculty of per- 
ception and execution; though there 
are phases in the advanced practice 
of the profession where a broad knowl- 
edge of languages and sciences is es- 
sential. 


The profession of short-hand writers 


is commonly divided into two classes: 
The first, the amanuensis; the sec- 
ond, the official stenographer. 


The' amanuensis conducts mercan- 


tile correspondence as a rule; that is, 
receives dictation of business letters 
at a limit of one hundred words per 
minute apd transcribes the letters so 
dictated, by the aid of a typewriter or 
the pen, into English. 


The required 
proficiency for this 


work can be attained by any person of 
common intelligence, provided 
they 


can spell and punctuate correctly. 
The remuneration of the amanuensis 
varies from five bundled to one thou- 
sand dollars per year. 


Tho ollicial stcnogmpher must be 


able to write at n rate of at least one 
hundred and fifty words per minute, 
and possess a general knowledge of 
the subject of his work, may it be law. 
medicine, or borne special science. 


Only a few of the profession, as a 


whole, reach this proficiency.

The roots of the water lily grow in 


continuous lengths, hence will crowd 
and limit the tub if not taken up and 
cut back; remove the forward or crown, 
end in trimming to about six inches in 
length, and replant in new loam as be- 
fore. This plant can be set with equal 
success in fall or spring. If, when the 
roots are secured, the tub is not in 
readiness, place in a pail ofVater, and 
they will beep fresh and hearty several 
days or a week, and will take root as 
readily as if first placed iu the soil. 
The better plan, however, when prac- 
ticable, is to have all things in readi- 
ness before the roots are secured, then 
dig np, carry home in a pail of water, 
or pack in wot moss or damp cloths, 
being careful not to wrap too deep, and 
plant as soon as the tub can be reached 
in which event, failure to grow will not 
result one time in a hundred, if all the 
conditions are carefully observed.

At this point will also bo lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as Boon as tho flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is iu operation 
iu hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not litely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent eipeiise 
would be practically nothing. This 
main sower, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine anil all, more than 85,000, about 
eight dollari for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.
